Lest Saturday morning I opened my mail 
and found that an esteemed lady reader had 
styled me “a dirty Communist" for casting 
doubt on the ability of Mr. Aberhart to pay

' Fresh corn the cob has recently come 
| back on the market and now that the season | 
| beginning I feel sure that you will want to en- 

joy some corn on the cob. Fresh corn, boiled in 
| water and served with butter is truly delicious 

and proves attractive to the children in the 
family. It takes little time 
to cook and may be prepared 
in a hurry 

When using sweet corn, 
try to cook it aS soon as 
possible after it his been cut,

as it has the finest flavor 
only when fresh. The ker- 
nels should be «plump and 
when you cut one of the 
well-filled grains it should 
exude a creamy milk. The 
Dr. F. McCoy kernels in sweet corn are 


soft, milky and semi-transparent and have an 
appearance quite different from that seen in 
the dried corn. Try to choose those ears which 
have bright, fresh looking husks, this will 
indicate that the corn is fresh. Before buying, 
inspect each ear by striping away a part of 
the husk to make sure that the ear is well fill-

ed out and that it is sound 
| While green corn is classed as a starchy 
| food, the starch seldom reaches a percentage 
| of one-fifth of the total] bulk. Whole corn- 


; meal is about 68 per cent starch, w hile green 
} corn is something under 20 per cent starch, 
| giving us a carbohydrate food which is very 
palatable without being very starchy. Green 

corn contains a large amount of soft, pliable 
| cellulose which is only partly digested and 

which has much value because of this fact, 
| since it serves as a bulk-increaser without pro- 
| viding irritation. In using corn, combine it

Action of the Bennett govern- 
ment in connection with the “On-to- 
Ottawa” relief strikers was roundly 
scored by several speakers at a 
mass meeting of 750 Edmonton citi- 
zens held in the Memorial Hall, Fri- 
day night 

The following resolution, proposed 
by Ald. Miss Margaret Crang, was 
passed unanimously: 

The practice of the Dominion 
Government in confining single un- 
employed men to relief camps is 
repellant to normal human beings 
and an infringement upon the liber- 
ties of the individual; and _ these 
men have vigorously protested these 
conditions for some years without 
obtaining redress from the govern- 
ment; and because of the failure of 
the government to meet their just 
and reasonable demands for produc- 
tive work at decent wages the single 
men were forced to proceed in mass 
to Ottawa to present their griev- 
ances to the senior government; and 
in spite of the fact that these men 
conducted themselves in an orderly 
fashion and were undoubtedly en- 
titled to the free use of the public 
highways, measures were taken to 
halt their trek before its termin- 
ation; and a peaceful meeting at Re- 
gina composed of the marchers and 
citizens was violently disrupted by 
police action and Section 98 was in- 
voked in arresting the leaders; 
therefore be it ved that this 
meeting of 750 Edmonton citizens 
held in the Memorial Hall on July 
5th, 1935 go on record as condemn-
